Troops 
Remain 


P RA G U E . Czechoslovakia 
(AP) — The Soviet Union has 
again delayed withdrawal of its 
troops from Czechoslovakia and 
along with four East European 
allies has sent a letter to the 
new liberal regime in Prague. 
Contents of the letter were not 
disclosed, but it was the product 
of a conference in Warsaw of 
nations which already have ex­ 
pressed fear that the Czechoslo­ 
vak liberalization drive was get­ 
ting out of hand. 
Communist 
party 
leaders 
from Bulgaria. Hungary. East 
Germany. Poland and the Soviet 
Union—including 
pary 
chief 
Leonid I. Brezhnev and Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin—met at War­ 
saw Sunday and Monday. A 
communique on the conference 
said they exchanged informa­ 
tion “ on the situations in their 
countries and the development 
of events in Czechoslovakia. ' 
One Communist source said 
the letter may contain a joint 
request for removal of the most 
liberal elements in the Czecho­ 
slovak leadership. Newspapers 
in the orthodox Communist 
countries have been warning 
that 
anti-Socialist 
elements 
were trying to use Czechoslova­ 
kia’s democratization campaign 
for their own ends. 
Many Czehoslovaks .saw a 
threat of Soviet military inter­ 
vention in the continued pres­ 
ence in their country of Soviet 
troops who came for training 
exercises that ended more than 
two weeks ago. 
MaJ. Gen. Vaclav Prchlik, a 
top Czechoslovak defense offi­ 
cial. announed Monday night 
that a large contingent of Soviet 
troops is delaying its departure 
six more days. 
Prchlik said the troops would 
leave the country next Sunday 
rather than today as they had 
promised. He told the television 
audience the Soviet troops defi­ 
nitely were leaving and urged 
Czechoslovaks not to succumb 
to a war of nerves. 
About 5.000 Russian troops 
participated in the Warsaw Pact 
maneuvers, and an estimated 
3.000 remained in Czechoslova­ 
kia afterward. 
After negotiations last week, 
the Prague government an­ 
nounced that these would begin 
leaving Saturday. Some went, 
but the movement halted Sun­ 
day. Czechoslovak news media 
said

drawal resumed Monday.

Broadcasts Urging 
Chinese Rebellion 


HONG KONG (AP) - a 
mystery Chinese radio station 
calling 
itself “ voice of the 
Peoples Liberation Army” has 
called upon PLA commanders 
and 
troops throughout Red 
China to prepare for a “ true 
CommunLst” 
revolt 
against 
party chairman Mao Tse-tung. 
Defense Minister Lin Piao, and 
Mao’s wife, Chiang Ching, 
Violently 
denouncing 
the 
three for “ usurping CommunLst 
power, lying to the masses, and 
cheating the PLA,” the almost 
nightly broadcasts accuse Mao 
of initiating and Lin and Chiang 
Ching of helping carry out the 
“ anarchism that has paralyzed 
and is destroying our country. " 
Lin is Mao’s heir apparent. 
Attempts 
to pinpoint the 
location 
of 
the 
station’s 
transmitter 
have 
not 
been 
successful — at least so far as is 
known here — and there is 
considerable 
doubt 
as 
to 
whether 
it 
really 
is 
a 
clandestine 
army 
station 
operating on the CommunLst 
mainland. 
It would appear from some 
direction-finding equipment to 
be 
somewhere 
north 
of 
Kwangtung Province, perhaps 
in the reginn of Changsha, 
capital of Hunan Province, or in 
Hupei’s Wuhan area The latter 
a 
hot-bed 
of 
anti-Maoist 
activities for more than a year. 
Sophisticated 
equipment 
exists which can “ bend” radio 
waves and there are some here 
who believe the transmitter 
may be located on Formosa. 
Professional China analysts 
here tend to believe that the 
station is transmitting from 


mainland China. 
They say areas of China are in 
such chaos because of Mao’s 
cultural revolution purge that it 
would be possible to operate a 
clandestine 
transmitter 
in 
China. 
They also point to the tirade 
of invective agaiast Mao’s wife, 
known to be hated by many 
long-time army veterans who 
fought the pre-1949 revolution 
that conquered China for the 
Communists and 
drove the 
Chiang Kai-shek government 
into exile on Kormosa. 
This, 
coupled 
with 
their 
feeling that Nationalist Chinese 
propagandists 
have, 
in 
one 
expert’s words, “ never shown 
themselves this effective. ” is 
inclining them to the belief that 
it is a clandestine operation 
broadcasting 
from 
the 
mainland.

MOSCOW (AP) — Landing of 
a special V IP flight of Pan 
American World Airways here 
today rounded out the first ex­ 
change in the inauguration of 
commercial air service between 
Moscow and New York 
The Soviet government air­ 
line. landed an Ilyushin 62 jet 
Aeroflot, at New York Monday 
in the inaugural east-west flight. 
Congestion in New York’s air 
traffic delayed both flights. 
The spec'ial Pan American 
flight, after a late takeoff from 
New York, touched down here 
in mild, sunny weather at 2:43 
p.m. With a .stopover in Copen­ 
hagen. the Boeing 707 jetliner 
covered the 4,662 miles in 11 
hours. 20 minutes. 


Among the 58 pa.ssengers list­ 
ed by F^an .American as being 
aboard were Charles F]. Bohlen. 
U.S. deputy undersecretary' of. 
state and a former U.S. Ambas­ 
sador to Moscow. Foy D. Koh­ 
ler. another former amba.ssador 
here.

Deaths by firearms totaled 
192 across the nation last week, 
an Associated 
Press survey 
showed, and more than 80 per 
cent 
resulted 
from

deliberate firing of a handgun, 
shotgun or rifle.

Mrs. Carolyn White, shot during 
an argument with her husband.

The homicide total compared

An AP survey during the 
week ending June 23 tallied 199 
gunshot deaths, including 115 
homicides, 65 suicides and 19 by 
ac*cidents.

Mrs. Albertine Wiggins. 22. 
Willard Hotel Closes Its 
Doors on a Historic Past 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Willard Hotel, where presidents 
from Franklin Pierce to Warren 
G. Harding slept and “ The Bat­ 
tle Hymn of the Republic” was 
composed, has closed its doors 
after more than a century’s as­ 
sociation with the nation’s histo­ 
ry 
Located on 14th and Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue, less than two 
blocks from the White House, 
the Willard survived as an insti­ 
tution the wear and tear of the 
Civil 
War. 
conventions 
and 
depressions since the first build­ 
ing went up about 1850. Thee 
original hotel was torn down in 
1901 and the current structure 
replaced it that year. 
But the Willard couldn’t fight 
20th Century economics and the 
prospect of urban renewal and 
its managers shut down the es­ 
tablishment last midnight. 
The hotel’s owners, the 1401 
Realty Corp., and Howill Corp., 
both of New York, were notl 
available for comment, 
but 
spokesmen in Washington ac­ 
knowledged that financial diffi­ 
culty for the past year-and-a- 
half finally resulted in shutting 
down the operation. 
Other reasons for closing the 
Willard were offered as the 
April riots, the Poor People’s 
Campaign—both of which were 
blamed by commerce leaders 
for damaging business—and the 
threat of condemnation to make 
way for a national square. 


It wasn’t always that way. Al­ 
most as soon as the Willard 
Brothers moved from New Eng­ 
land to the capital city and put 
up a hotel it became the focus of 
Washington social and political 
life. 
The first of the long line of 
presidents to stay at Willard’s 
Hotel, as it was known then, 
was Franklin Pierce. He moved 
in after his November 1852 elec­ 
tion and stayed until his inaugu­ 
ration the following March 4. 
They weren’t all politicians, 
the guests who stayed at W il­ 
lard’s. Walt Whitman was there. 
So was Mark Twain, Victor Her­ 
bert, John Philip Sousa and Carl 
Sandberg. 
Another guest, in 1861. was 
Julia Ward Howe. After watch­ 
ing the Union troops return aft­ 
er the disaster at first Bull Run 
singing the abolitionist tune. 
“ John Brown’s Body,” she re­ 
turned to the Willard to set new 
words to the melody. She called 
it “ The Battle Humn of the Re­ 
public.”

ABC Stock 
Transaction 
Doubtful 


NEW YORK (AP) - Howard 
Hughes has won another round 
in his battle to buy 43 per cent 
of the stock in the American 
Broadcasting Companies. Inc. 
But the outcome of the transac­ 
tion remains in doubt 
The U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals refused Monday to enjoin 
the sale of two million shares of 
ABC stock to Hughes It upheld 
an earlier ruling by a district 
court judge. 
The financier offered, two 
weeks ago. through his wholly 
owned Hughes Tool Co.. to buy 
the stock, then selling at $58 87 
a share, for $74 25 a share He 
set a deadline of 3 p.m .Monday 
on the tender offer, telling hold­ 
ers of .ABC stock in effect, that 
if they wanted to accept his of­ 
fer to buy. they had to do it be­ 
fore then 
The ruling came le.ss than two 
hours before the deadline. 
It was not known how much of 
the stock 
Hughes obtained 
However, sources close to the 
multimillionaire said the stock 
had been coming in “ pretty- 
good.” His agents said .Monday 
afternoon that no decision had 
been reached on whether to ex­ 
tend the deadline 
No matter how much of the 
stock Hughes got, he will have 
no control over the company for 
the time being 
Hughes' 
attorneys said 
in 
court that the Federal Commu­ 
nications Commission had di 
rected the financier not to try to 
influence ABC management un­ 
til the regulatory agency- .says 
the acquisition Is legal.

4151/2.' 
The count covers those bound 
by primary results, pledged at 
the time of election, or stating a 
stand in a poll by The Associat­ 
ed Press. 
On those terms the Democrat­ 
ic situation remained extremely 
fluid, with 1,312 required to 
nominate in the convention 
scheduled to open in Chicago 
Aug. 26. and a bit more than 
that number either declining to 
commit themselves in public or 
backing favorite sons.

The warning fro m Cliffo rd, 
no w o n an inspectio n trip to 
Vietnam, was co ntained in a let­ 
ter to Rep. Tho mas E. Mo rgan. 
D-Pa., who released it o n the 
ev e o f to day ’s o pening debate o n 
the alway s co ntro v ersial fo reign 
aid bill. 
“The impact o f a drastic cur­ 
tailment o r a co mplete mo rato ­ 
rium in eco no mic aid o n co un­ 
tries such as Ko rea and Thai­ 
land wo uld be immediate and 
calam ito us.” Cliffo rd wro te. 
“ Disco ntinuatio n o f aid to 
So uth Vietnam and Lao s co uld 
create internal situatio ns which 
wo uld prejudice the Paris peace 
nego tiatio ns and the acco m­ 
plishment o f o ur o bjectiv es in 
So utheast Asia,” he added. 
Mo rgan sent co pies o f the let­ 
ter to all Ho use members.

In this turbulen t year, the A m erican politician n eed s an d 
d eserv es som e d efen st*. A n ew I.ouis H arris poll puts m en in 
gov ern m en t an d politics at the bottom of the pile in the 
public’s regard . 
In this rej)orter’s v iew, this popular jud g m en t is n ot on ly 
(|uite wron g but is d am ag in g to the political process at a tim e 
w hen it is bein g sorely tested . 
Ero m the v a nta g e po int o f three deca des o f o bserv ing and 
a sso cia ting with po liticia ns, it can be sa id that they a re at 
lea st as ho nest, g enera lly mo re hard-wo rking , and clea rly 
m o re intensely dev o ted to the public g o o d than their co unter­ 
pa rts in any o ther field o f endea v o r. 
.An d it is fair to say th at this is probably m ore true tod ay 
than at an y tim e in our history. 
To be sure, as in an y en terp rise, there are good m en an d 
bad . the en ergetic an d the lazy, the respon sible an d the 
irrespon sible. On e season ed co n g ressm an estim ates, for in ­ 
stan ce. that out of 435 U.S. House m e m b ers, p erhap s n o m o re 
than 100 really un d erstan d what is goin g on an d about 50 d o 
the really crucial work 
Would a busin ess corporation , a .scien tific establishm en t or 
a un iv ersity faculty look m uch better if it w ere placed in 
the gold fish bowl the w ay the Con gress is? 
Who ev er h ears about the specific m isjud g m en ts m ad e by 
the presid en t of an autom obile com pan y or an electron ics 
f i r m? Who kn ows w hat failures of reason in g a re record ed in 
coun tless faulty or fruitless ex perim en ts con d ucted in scien ­ 
tific laboratories? 
W here is the n am eless, m isguid ed a c ad em ician who took 
up station with w ron g-head ed 
stud en ts as they 
resisted 
n arcotics agen ts legitim ately ben t on throttlin g illegal d rug 
traffic? 
Who hold up to public gaze the d iagn ostic e rro rs of som e 
d octors, or the in ad equate represen tation som e law y ers p ro ­ 
v id e for people n eed in g expert legal aid ? 
The po liticia n, the man in g o v ernm ent, is the o ne ex po sed 
to public a ttentio n, especia lly in the a g e o f telev isio n. And 
since his m ista kes a lwa y s m a ke better news than his g o o d 
perfo rm a nce, these a re inev ita bly reco rded with dispro po r­ 
tio na te fa ithfulness. 
At the highest lev els of state an d n ation al g ov ern m en t, 
furth erm o re, the politician ’s jud g m en ts a re often far m ore 
d ifficult to m ake than those required in the busin ess, profes­ 
sion al or acad em ic w'orld . The hard choices ten d to be a m o n g 
shad es of good or shad es of bad —gray-ton ed d ecision s which 
c o n trast m arked ly with the black-an d -w hite reco m m en d atio n s 
urged upon the politician from the pro fessor’s or the busin ess 
le a d e r’s safe san ctuary. 
The politician is a resolv er of con flicts, an d it is in m an y 
w ays the m ost d ifficult a rt p racticed in a m od ern free 
society. In d eed , when busin essm en , professors, scien tists an d 
others a re d raw n in to the political process, as they often are, 
they seld om d o better an d som etim es d o m uch w orse than 
the c a re e r politician s. 
The history of U.S. participation in World W ar II is replete 
with stories of n on political types who failed in W ashin gton 
because they could n ot m ake shad es-of-gray d ecision s r e ­ 
quired of them . 
In this a g e o f the a ntihero , when tho se lea ders who a re no t 
sho t to death o r jo stled o r spat upo n a re frequently rev iled 
and ho o ted do wn, (he m a ny , many a ble, hard-driv ing , dedi­ 
ca ted po liticia ns in this eo uhtry belo ng at the to p o f the hea p, 
no t the bo tto m , in public reg a rd. 
M oreov er, som e citizen critics liv e in glass houses. Less 
than 7.5 per cen t of New York s ta te ’s D em ocratic electorate 
n om in ated f’aul O’D w yer for the U.S. Sen ate in a less than 
25 p e r cen t turn out. Is th a t the way to get politician s of high 
re g a rd ? 
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'He d id n 't g re e t yo u , b e ca u se h is fa vo rite sh o w is o n 
n o w— Ju lia C h ild !"

A short time back a v oun g college stud en t 
approached a frien d of min e with these astoun d in g 
word s: 
"You were luckv . You grew up in the d epression 
You had a challen ge that we d on 't hav e” 
We hav e con cen trated on giv in g our child ren 
kn owled ge. We hav e mad e certain thev hav e had the 
ed ucation al, recreation al an d cultural opportun ities 
we d id n ot hav e We hav e giv en them the best 
med ical care in hLstorv ' We hav e sheltered them 
from rough kn ocks, struggle an d d efeats. 
Yet a number o f y o ung peo ple this repo rter kno ws 
believ e they hav e been cheated by these adv antag es 
their parents strug g led so hard to g iv e them. 
They feel they hav en 't had the opportun ity of 
fen d in g for themselv es. 
This reporter's three-year-old son d oesn 't wan t 
people d oin g thin gs for him. He wan ts to d o 
ev erv 'thin g for himself, ev en when he falls flat on his 
face in the attempt. 
When he succeed s, his face lights up with a look 
that's won d erful to behold . When he can t make it. 
he cries an d shouts in frustration , but keeps on 
tryin g an d con tin ues to push away impatien tly, ev en 
an grijv . an y sympathetic ad ult or child who wan ts to 
help him. " 
He gets a great d eal more satisfaction out of what 
he d oes himself, ev en if he d oes it poorly, than 
an ythin g his father d oes for him. 
This typical of three-year-old s. It is also typical of 
those fiv e, eight, 10. 15. 19. 28. 35. 58 an d 76-year-old 
who hav en ’t been smothered by people who wan ted , 
out of lov e an d kin d n ess, to d o thin gs for them they 
could hav e d on e for themselv es, in ord er to sav e 
them bruises, worries, heartaches an d failures. 
Man y youn g people hav e told me they hav e n o 
con fid en ce in themselv es; so much has been d on e 
for them, an d their road s so cleared of bumps, that 
they aren ’t sure of what they will be able to d o when 
they hav e to d o it alon e. 
I^feats, failures, respo nsibilities and ro ug h g o es 
are crucial to men and wo men. Bo o ks and hig her 
educatio n are v ery impo rtant thing s. Witho ut them, 
o ur civ ilizatio n wo uld die. But they are no substitute 
fo r falling y o ur face when try ing to do so mething o n 
y o ur o wn. 
Ev en Mao Tse-tun g has seen this on the other sid e 
of the world . The problem with Red Chin a’s youth, 
he says, is that they hav en 't had to struggle as d id 
the youn g people in his rev olution ary d ays.

Wh en Girl Becomes Wo man 


Is Un p red icab le F acto r

Q — When do es a girl become a woman ? Is it 
when she has her first men strual period ’’ 
A — One canno t pinpo int the exact momen t when i 
a girl becomes a woman , but in gen eral it is when 
she is capable of carryin g an embryo to full term an d 
prod ucin g a liv e bahv . This would n ot correspon d 
with the first men strual piu iod but would be a few 
mon ths later. 
Q — What causes me to hav e head aches an d be 
grouchy just before a men strual period ? What can 
be taken to con trol this*’ 
A — These 
manifestatio ns of premen strual 
ten sion are caused by the reten tion of water in the 
cells of your brain an d other orgaas. Water pills, 
taken for a few d ays before the expected period , 
usually abolish or min imize these symptoms. 
Q — Ev er sin ce I started meastruatin g. I hav e had 
sev ere cramps with each period . My d octor hasn 't 
been able to help me. What d o you ad v ise? 
A — Yo ur do cto r should first trv ’ to d etermin e 
whether the cause is psychologic or d ue to a pelv ic 
in fection , en d ometriosis or a d isturban ce in your 
en d ocTin e system (glan d s of in tern al secretion ). 
Often n o cau.se can be foun d . Most v ictims are 
helped by d yd rogt*steron e (Duphaston ) or Ed risal. 
Both are presc’ription d rugs. 
Bod y-twistin g exercises hav e also ben efited man y 
v ictims. These hav e the ad v an tage of costin g n othin g 
an d prod ucin g n o sid e effects. The exercises should 
be started the d av after your period ceases. It may 
be two or three mon ths before the full ben efit is 
obtain ed . 
The exercise is performed by stan d in g with your 
feet 18 in ches apart, kn ees straight an d arms 
exten d ed to your sid e. Ben d an d touch your right 
heel with your left han d without ben d in g your 
kn ees. Return to the erect position then touch your 
left heel with your right han d . Repeat this four 
times on each sid e, three times a d ay. an d in crease 
by on e repeat un til you are d oin g 10 or more three 
times a d ay. 
Q — My daug hter, 14 started to men struate two 
years ago an d had regular period s for on e year then 
she started missin g on e. two or three period s at a 
time. What could cause this an d what d o you ad v ise? 
A — It frequently takes three years for men strual 
regularity to become established . Irregular period s 
may be d ue to some milk d isturban ce in the glan d s 
of in tern al secretion . If your d aughter's irregularity 
persists, your d octor should d etermin e the exact 
cause.

hearing in May. His testimony 
was released today. 
‘ ‘ N a v a l 
A c a d e m y 
midshipmen 
generally

said. 
“ They give the appearance of 
having these qualities, but it is a 
superficial appearance with a 
little depth.” 
He said the most prevalent

Training 
midshipmen 
fall 
into 
the 
categories 
of 
insufficient 
academic 
preparation 
and 
immaturity. 
Academy officials could not 
be reached for comment. 
Rickover said he had been 
told by one member of the Class 
of 1967 that grades are the 
important thing at the academy 
and that “ the instructors don’t 
care too much if a midshipman 
learns the theory as long as he 
can pass the quizzes.” 
The admiral, a 19‘22 graduate 
of the academy, said he believes 
the 
general 
lack 
of 
poise, 
confidence and maturity ‘are 
caused by the idealLstic but 
impractical attempts by the 
Naval 
Academy 
to 
include 
broad 
coverage 
of 
military 
training, 
professional 
and 
academic 
education, 
sports, 
etc.. without giving anything 
up.” 
An 
emphasis 
on 
military 
indoctrination and training, he 
said, ‘‘is fostered by a strong 
professional 
military' 
officer 
organization centered in the 
executive department ” of the 
academy at Annapolis. Md. 
“ This conflicts.” 
he said, 
“ with achievement of proper 
academic 
education 
in 
fundamental 
concepts 
and 
theory” 


Rickover said he was aware 
that steps have been taken to 
correct some of the deficiencies 
at the academy but expressed 
the h'^lief that few significant 
changes have been made in the 
over-all training. 
Rickover's criticism of the 
Naval Academy is not new. In 
recent years he accused the 
school of spending too much 
time on frills and not enough on 
teaching knowledge. 
In similar testimony to a 
H ouse 
a p p ro p ria tio n s 
subcommittee in 1966 he said 
the 
academ y’s 
greatest 
weakness, “ the one that harms 
its 
students 
most, 
is 
the 
indoctrination which leads to an 
adolescent outlook.' 
As for defense contracts, he 
said in the testimony released 
today that contractors are able 
to “ hide large profits in costs so

Rickover said what he called 
an excessive interchange of

Once this might hav(' heem 
fairly well known, for the take- 
home pay of a family head left 
him few choices. With growing 
affluence, the consumer can 
now use more discretion; he can 
save or spend, huv a car or 
postpone buying one. take an 
expensive vacation or stav at 
home. 
The pioneer in consiimi'r sur­ 
veying is Dr. (ieorge Katona of 
the University of Michigan Sur­ 
vey Research ('enter 
Katona 
began in 1946 and since then has 
regularly and often verv a(‘cu- 
rately forwast consumer behav­ 
ior. based mainly on his expert 
interpretation of attitudes and 
sentiments. 
Katona s methcxls are com­ 
plex. and his reports are de­ 
tailed. Rut basically he believes 
a consumer's dlscrelionar\- pur­ 
chases depend on ability to biiv 
and willingness to do so. 
In his most recent study, be­ 
tween May 20 and June 8. he 
found a continuation of a wait- 
and-see attitude The ability to 
buy remained high, he reported, 
but willingne.ss was depres.sed. 
largely because of Vietnam and 
inflation.

Industrial 
Conference 
Board report, which Is ba.sed on 
a survey conducted by National 
F’amily Opinion, Inc.. stated in 
its July letter: 
“ At midyear the nation's con­

Playing a ball imbedded in 
a sand trap i.s similar to most 
trouble shots; you can’t ex­ 
pect too much.

Keep the club face 
closed (or hocxled) in this 
bunker shot.

Arda Is Strictly a 'Mudder

CHICAGO - (NEA) - Given 
monsoons in America, Ben 
Arda would be the best golfer 
on the pro tour. Deplorably , 
downpours 
in 
this 
country 
last a measly two or three 
day s. Nothing lik e the two- 
week water festivals in Arda’s 
native Philippines. 
In the recent “ Shell’s Won­ 
derful World of Golf” series 
final, it seemed Arda had 
smuggled in his local mois­ 
ture. 
It rained 
buck ets 
in 
Chicago the way it used to 
rain bullets. 
F'or the first 
time in the series’ eight-y ear 
history , 4he finals—matching 
Arda and Frank Beard—had 
to be postponed. 
It was play ed a few day s 
later when, diabolically for 
Arda, the soggy sweetness of 
the course had returned to its 
solid self. Arda then blew a 
three-strok e lead and lost 71- 
73 in 18 holes. 
“ In the Philippines,” said 
Arda, “ it could be. big pour- 
down and people are play ing 
under umbrellas. Oh boy , peo­ 
ple will be on the course un- 
t ’l they are thrown out and 
the course is lock ed up. They 
come into the clubhouse drip­ 
ping wet. It’s the most popu-

lar sport on the island now. 
Golf and bask etball.” 
In the series. Arda pock eted 
$27,000. He.beat Billy Casper 
and Gene Littler in the quar­ 
terfinals on the Cebu City 


Country 
Club, 
Philippines, 
where he started his golf car­ 
eer as a caddie. 
He then 
whipped Roberto DeVicenzo 
and Dan Sik es in the semi­ 
finals in London, Ont. This 
success does not put fancy 
notions 
into 
Arda’s 
well- 
groomed head. He will not 
join 
the 
American 
circuit. 
One reason is the weather 
here. Another is his size. Ben, 
with his chest puffed out and 
standing tip-toe, will not ex ­ 
pand more than 5-foot-4, 120 
pounds. 
“ I can mak e no money in 
America. Not enough rain,” 
he said, laughing. “ No 
But 
serious. It is too cold. When 
it is 70-75 degrees, O.K. But 
in 50-60 degrees, I am dead. 
“ Bruce Crampton of Aus­ 
tralia told me that it tak es 
six months, a y ear, to get 
used to the weather, food, 
time changes, 
in 
America. 
You k now' it’s 13 hours dif­ 
ference between Manila and 
Chicago. 
“ But the big thing is I am 
too small. 
I don’t hit the 
long ball. Most of the Ameri­ 
cans, boy , they really hit. 
They drive 260-270-280 y ards.” 
He laughed. “ Me, I get 230 
y ards and I am doing great. 
“ Look at Beard, wow, on 
a long par 4 he’s using a 5- 
iron and I’m out there with a 


4-wood. See the difference? 
“ If I had to play against 
these 
boy s 
for 
four 
day s 
straight, oh no. I don’t have 
the strength. But in these 
one-day 
things 
I 
have 
a 
chance. May be I get luck y 
and they get unluck y .” 
The 39-y ear-old Arda has 
been the Philippines’ national 
champion for the last several 
y ears. The Philippines’ cir­ 
cuit consists of 11 tourna­ 
ments. In 1967, Arda competed 
in eight and won six. 
“ But that is nothing to com­ 
pare to America,” he said. 
“ If y ou win all 11 tourna­ 
ments there, y ou mak e only 
11.000 pesos. About $2,500 in 
American money . 
“ Now I mak e $27,000 for 
the Shell series. I don’t think 
for so many y ears I will 
mak e that in the Philippines.” 
Arda is fleeing with his 
booty as soon as possible for 
home, where he has a wife 
and seven children. The eld­ 
est is 19. He has two boy s in 
college. 
“ If I stay in the states very 
long, I spend all my money ,” 
he said. “ In Philippines, the 
standard of living is lower. 
Money lasts longer.” 
But with seven k ids, one 
could 
live 
on Jupiter and 
money wouldn’t last long.
